‘Asset To Your Community

He and hi® wife wanted something 
of a dream house for themselves in 
town, What they had in mind was a 
modern rarich-type house with - big 
windows. But they shouldn't be too 
extravagant, they told the lumber 
merchant, and for economy's sake 
they wanted a flat roof, They under- 
stood it would cost them less than 
the usual cottage-type shingle roof. 

The lumber merchant, in shirt 
sleeves and his hat thrown hurriedly 
on top of a filing cabinet, reached 
into a drawer for his rough estimate 
of their total cost and bill of ma- 
terials, compiled from a _ previous 
conversation on the matter. 

The flat roof was possible, he told 
them, but they were wrong about 
economy in the long run, True, the 
initial cost of a flat roof was slightly 
less than the usual hipped roof and 
it gave somewhat higher rooms, but 
cost of upkeep was likely to be 
higher. 

The plans they were turning over 
were contained in a big illustrated 
book detailing sketches on tap in a 
stock plan service provided by the 
Western Retail Lumbermen’'s Asso- 
ciation. 

The lumber merchant was a mem- 
ber of the association and like yard 
managers from the head of the Great 
Lakes to the Pacific coast, he availed 
himself of its plan service. 

It is part of the job of a lumber 
merchant to act as building con- 
sultant and architect to communities 
lacking a professional in the busi- 
ness. 

For this reason the association 
backs him with a drafting service 
which on a mail-order basis can sup- 
ply building plans or answer any 
question on construction. Where the 
lumber merchant hasn’t the answer 
to a highly technical problem or 
wants assurance that his information 
is correct, he gets it from the asso- 
ciation’s draftsmen, 

Chief architect of the drafting ser- 
vice is T. H. Greenway whose office 
in Winnipeg puts out books‘of pre- 
pared plans available by quoting a 
number and paying a moderate price 
for anything from a community hall, 
hangar or home to a chicken coop, 
hog house or grandstand. 

Largest percentage of all requests 
comes from rural. areas where a resi- 
dent architect is a rarity. The asso- 
ciation helps meet this need not only 
with its stock plan service but with

In the small office of a rural lumber yard this spring, an 
elderly man and his wife were bent over the desk of the yard 
manager, comparing a rough sketch of their own making with 
several in an illustrated house plan book spread out before them. 
The man was a farmer, about to retire and leave the homestead

Out ef this new construction, cer- 
tain trends are emerging in plans 
requested of the association: 

@ More consideration is being giv- 
en landscape and outward appearance 
of the home. 

@ Implement sheds are going up 
where there were none in the early 
1900's. Fewer farmers leave imple- 
ments in the field to rust and dry 
out in heavy weather, Since the war, 
demand for shed plans has _ been 
steadily increasing. One of the most 
popular put out by the association, 
is a good-sized shed which includes 
a garage for the family car, a work- 
shop where machinery repairs can be 
made during slack seasons, a section 
for combine or separator plus stor- 
age space for other machinery. 

© Electrification has led to consid- 
erable remodelling in the interiors of 
homes and barns. When a farmer 
decides to remodel his home in a 
newly-electrified area, he often asks 
that provision be made in his plan 
for electrical outlets, bathrooms and 
complete modern plumbing. Plumbing 
and electricity are also required for 
barns. Piping eliminates the tedious 
job of carting water in pails or herd- 
ing stock out to a well. 

@ Other signs of changing times 
include requests for hangar plans 
from ranchers and farmers using 
light planes to get around their prop- 
} erty. 

The association's drafting office 
| rarely sees its clients. “In a good 
many cases,” says Mr. Greenway, 
“we don't even know their names,” 
This is because the request for plan 
}or information comes from the lum- 
ber merchant on behalf of his cus- 


tomer.

tegardiess of the fact we don’t 
know the person who is going to live 
in the house we plan,” says Mr. 
Greenway, “we take a definite inter- 
}est in him and plan so that he will 
get the greatest possible satisfaction 
out of living in it. 

“We are constantly working over 
plans in which we try to visualize 
how living in a house will be, mak- 
ing suitable arrangements of win- 
dows and rooms to provide the 
greatest comfort.” 

Every week into the association's 
office come queries from lumber 
merchants for technical information. 
The answers are passed along to cus- 
tomers whose construction: problems 
have instituted them. The associa- 
tion maintains a technical library on 
construction and keeps structural 
design tables that give proper meas- 
ures for beams, posts, joists, rafters. 

The chief architect himself at- 
tends yearly short courses on newest 
| building research at the University 
of Illinois.

GARDEN NOTES

Weeds And Cut Grass 
Make Good Fertilizer 


Save It 

“If it will rot, it will make good 
soil”, The man who dumps all: the 
weeds and cut grass into the garbage 
pail is actually tossing away fertiliz- 
er, All garden refuse, weeds, grass 
clippings, leaves,. ete., will rot down 
into excellent soil, and so will a lot 
of other things if we give them a 
little encouragement, 

Usually a corner of the garden, 
screened with shrubbery or some- 
thing else and away from the house, 
ls selected for this soil-making busi- 
ness. It is technically known as com- 
posting, and the material a compost 
heap. Simply select a fairly well- 
drained spot and here 
leaves, weeds, grass and whatever is 
collected. Over this we sprinkle a 
layer of earth and the process is re- 
peated each time we add some refuse. 
If available add some manure and 
possibly a little lime and commercial 
fertilizer. It’s a good plan to soak 
this pile occasionally with water and 
also turn it over once or twice to 
assist decomposition. In a_ few 
months this pile will break down 
into first-class, rich garden soil. The 
process can be hastened by using 
some of the various patent chemi- 
cals on the market. 

Forget the Handicap 

There are few places where some- 
thing will not grow, and certainly 
none in any garden or corner of the 
garden no matter how unpromising. 
The great run of flowers and vege- 
tables, of course, prefer an open 
position with lots of sunlight and in 
a nice, rich, well-worked loam. How- 
ever, in small urban gardens espe-

And there are some other flowers 
which like varying degrees of shade, 
There are others, many more indeed, 
that prefer a little shade throughout 
the day. Actually full sun will often 
bleach out delicate coloring. Then, 
too, not all flowers prefer very rich 
soil, some, like the portulaca, like 
the other kind and very dry, Again 
there are certain flowers and a few 
vegetables, too, that will thrive best 
in soil that is slightly acid or wet, 
while others insist on no acid at all 
and a well-drained position. 


All these points one takes into 
consideration when planning to have 
a garden, especially one in a rather 
unusual place, All these special likes 
and dislikes are usually mentioned in 
the seed catalogue. Also mentioned 
will be time and flowering, coloring, 
whether the flower is scented or not,

Alberta Fishing 
Regulations 
Announced 


EDMONTON.—Lands and For- 
ests Minister N. E. Tanner an- 
nounced there will be no closed 
season this year on fishing for 
trout, grayling and Rocky Moun- 
tain whitefish from the interna- 
tional boundary north to, and 
including the Bow River and its 
tributaries. 


This was one of the amendments 
to the Alberta fishing regulations 
announced by Mr, Tanner, 


The regulations governirf® the open 
seasons for trout, grayling and Rocky 
Mountain whitefish in other Alberta 
waters have not been changed, and 
fishing in the watersheds of the Red 
Deer and North Saskatchewan Riv- 
ers will open May 1 and close Sept. 
30. 


Fishing season in the Athabasca 
River watershed will run from June 
1 to Oct. 15. There will be no closed 
season in the Macleod River and its 
tributaries. Season.for lake trout 
will be May 16 to Sept. 15. 

A change was announced in the 
daily trout limit, Last year a maxi- 
mum of 15 trout was allowed. This 
year the same number, but with a 
maximum of 20 pounds will be al- 
lowed, 


In other words if a fisherman 
caught 10 trout and the total weigh- 
ed 20 pounds he would not be allowed 
to take any more. This comprises 
a mixed catch of trout, grayling and 
Rocky Mountain whitefish or 15 of 
one of these species daily. Only 10 
lake trout may be taken daily. 

Limits of pike, pickerel, perch and 
goldeyes which may be caught daily 
were unchanged and are as follows: 

Pike and pickerel, 15 fish of one 
species only, or 15 fish in the aggre- 
gate; perch and goldeye, 25 fish of 
one species only, or 25 fish in the ag- 
gregate; pike, pickerel, perch and 
goldeye, 25 in the aggregate. 

Some waters in Southern Alberta 
are to be closed to fishing until fur- 
ther notice, Mr, Tanner said, 

The waters have been closed for 
the natural and artificial propagation 
of trout, Angling posters and 1952 
angling regulations have been pre- 
pared and are being distributed. 
| Following waters were reported 
closed: 

The Bow River or irrigation canal 
flowing through the Inglewood bird 
sanctuary, Calgary; 

The Pine (Dungarvon) 
tonwood Creeks, 
Waterton River;
